Baltic Sea. Stockholm is the capital of 
Sweden. Laftly, on the eaft fide of Swe- 
den you will find Emilia or Mufcovy, a very 
fine country, whofe capital is called Mof- 
cow, but Peterfburg is now the fineft city, 
and the ufual reftdence of the Emprefs, 
and the whole court of Ruffia. Thefe are 
then the five principal parts which lie in 
the north of Europe ; do not forget them. 
When we meet again we will obferve thole 
in the middle.
